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IN  PAIRS 
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HISTORY  OF  THE  SENIOR  CLASS 


On  a  cool  September  day  in  1939,  "Nellie" 
Freeman  opened  wide  the  enormous  doors  of 
Central  High  School  to  the  eager,  wide-eyed 
sophomore  class.  As  this  class  comes  now  to 
graduation,  one  finds  that  same  eagerness  that 
prevailed  then  and  that  has  carried  this  Senior 
Class  of  1942  through  its  three  years  of  golden 
opportunities  at  Central. 

That  same  September  brought  in  not  only  a 
new  class  of  students  but  also  a  new  coach, 
Vince  Bradford.  Later  on  in  that  month  Central 
had  the  first  opportunity  to  see  the  Wildcats, 
under  Bradford  and  Boylston,  get  off  to  a  fly- 
ing start  by  tacking  a  5 1  to  0  defeat  on  to 
Fayetteville.  The  star  of  that  football  game 
was  a  sophomore,  David  Coates.  Many  have 
been  the  Friday  evenings  that  we  have  seen  our 
teams  roll  on  to  victory. 

For  our  officers  we  chose  L.  A.  Waggoner, 
President;  Ernest  Hunter,  Vice-President;  Vir- 
ginia Livie,  Secretary;  and  Jimmie  Alexander, 
Treasurer.  As  a  fall  project  the  music  department 
presented  Central's  first  opera,  "Bohemian  Girl." 
The  dramatics  department  offered  two  highly 
delightful  plays  in  "The  Bishop  Misbehaves" 
and  "Taming  of  the  Shrew." 

During  the  second  semester  Joe  Kumpe  served 
as  President;  Dorothy  Thigpen,  Vice-President; 
Virginia  Livie,'  Secretary;  and  Marion  Hipp, 
Treasurer.  The  band,  composed  almost  entirely 
of  sophomores,  and  the  orchestra  attended  the 
National  Music  Contest  at  West  Palm  Beach, 
Florida.  Besides  having  a  delightful  trip,  they 
returned  home  with  first  ratings.  It  was  in  this 
contest  that  the  band  made  a  99.9%  rating  on 
marching,  the  highest  ever  attained  by  any  band. 

When  school  reopened  in  September,  1940, 
we  at  last  felt  the  thrill  of  looking  down  on 
"those  tiny  sophomores"  who  seemed  to  be 
knee-high  to  a  duck.  The  first  semester  found 
Joe  Kumpe,  President;  Marion  Hipp,  Vice-Presi- 
dent; Estelle  Darrow,  Secretary;  and  Jimmie 
Alexander,  Treasurer.  Ted  Pappas  represented 
the  class  on  the  Student  Council  and  served  as 
Secretary. 

For  the  second  semester  of  our  Junior  year 
we  chose  Wayman  Leftwich,  President;  Joe 
Kumpe,  Vice-President;  Jack  McCracken,  Secre- 
tary; and  Bill  Carpenter,  Treasurer.  This  semes- 
ter saw  Blanche  Lampke  take  her  place  as  Sec- 
retary of  the  Student  Council  and  thus  keep  a 
junior  in  that  office. 

Our  Junior  year  remembrances  will  long  lin- 
ger with  us.  In  athletics  Central  enjoyed  one  of 
the  most  successful  years  in  its  history.  The  foot- 
ball, basketball,  track,  and  baseball  teams  boasted 
enviable  records  while  the  tennis  and  boxing 
teams  continued  their  long  string  of  successive 
victories  that  they  had  gathered  through  the  past 
years.  The  music  department  was  represented  at 


the  National  Contest  by  the  choir,  orchestra,  and 
band.  All  of  these  returned  with  first  ratings.  For 
the  first  time  in  several  years  Central  returned  to 
debating  and  produced  a  team  that  walked  off 
with  high  honors.  A  history  of  our  Junior  year 
would  not  be  complete  without  making  note 
of  our  many  holidays  caused  by  the  influenza 
epidemic  which  forced  us  to  remain  at  out 
studies  until  the  hot  sun  of  June  boiled  down 
on  us. 

The  Junior  marshals,  with  Jimmie  Alexander 
as  chief,  ushered  out  the  Senior  Class  of  '41, 
and  in  stepped  the  Senior  Class  of  '42. 

The  first  semester  Senior  Class  President  was 
Joe  Kumpe,  thus  making  him  our  president  at 
least  one  time  yearly  during  our  stay  at  Central. 
Under  him  Bill  Carpenter  served  as  Vice-Presi- 
dent; Hoyle  Wilson,  Secretary;  and  Marion 
Hipp,  Treasurer.  The  heads  of  our  school  publi- 
cations were  SNIPS  AND  CUTS,  Bill  de  Roxlo, 
Editor;  Ernest  Hunter,  Business  Manager;  Ram- 
bler, Earl  Heafner,  Editor;  Margaret  Ann  Cost- 
ner,  Business  Manager;  and  Lace  and  Pig  Iron, 
Catherine  Smart,  Editor;  Irene  Gilbert,  Business 
Manager.  The  following  Seniors  served  as  officers 
of  the  Honor  Society:  L.  A.  Waggoner,  Presi- 
dent; Jane  Kennedy,  Vice-President;  Betty  Jean 
Bostian,  Secretary;  and  E.  H.  Nease,  Jr.  Treas- 
urer. 

Early  in  the  fall  of  1941  we  were  privileged 
to  play  host  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  North 
Carolina  State  Student  Council  Congress.  The 
dramatics  department  presented  "Stage  Door" 
and  "Seventeen,"  two  thrilling  plays.  The 
band  got  its  reward  for  its  hard  work  in  the 
form  of  an  invitation  to  play  at  the  National 
Music  Educators  Convention  in  Milwaukee. 
This  selection  was  made  over  some  35,000  other 
bands  in  the  United  States.  The  boxing  team, 
continuing  its  string  of  successive  victories,  was 
the  brightest  light  among  our  athletic  teams. 

The  second  semester  class  officers  were:  Hey- 
wood  Weeks,  President;  Margaret  Ann  Costner, 
Vice-President;  Estelle  Darrow,  Secretary;  and 
Nevin  Rice,  Treasurer.  Honor  Society  officers 
were:  Ernest  Hunter,  President;  Dorothy  Thig- 
pen, Vice-President;  Betty  Jean  Bostian,  Secre- 
tary; and  E.  H.  Nease,  Jr.,  Treasurer. 

The  officers  for  Class  Day  were  Marion 
Hipp,  Prophet;  Hey  wood  Weeks,  Lawyer;  Mar- 
ion Rousseau,  Artist;  Steve  Pappas,  Poet;  Ted 
Pappas,  Song  Writer;  and  E.  H.  Nease,  Jr.,  His- 
torian. Thus  we  find  that  our  stay  at  Central 
has  ended.  Our  three  years  here  served  as  step- 
ping stones  to  greater  and  better  things.  In 
future  years  as  we  look  back  at  these  stepping 
stones,  we  will  always  give  them  the  honor  and 
credit  that  is  due.  We  are  proud  of  Central! 
Long  may  her  standards  of  Education  and 
Character  Building  be  upheld!
